attendance at the session of the Cu- 
ban constitutional convention when 
tup electoral bill, as drafted by the 
electoral commission, was submitted. 
The measure provides for universal 
suffrage, but restrictions as to ability 
to read and write are imposed iii the 
case of officeholders. 


Governors of the provinces and pro- 


vincial legislators must be of Cuban 
birth or have been naturalized eight 
years. They m'.ist be at least 30 years 
old. 
They must possess title by pub- 


lic decree or have filled office by pop- 
ular vote. The same restrictions re- 
garding citizenship are laid upon.con- 
gressmen, who must be 2f> years old. 
Senators must be Cuban by birth and 
35 years old. 


The president must be a Cuban or 


naturalized. 
In the latter case, as 


provided by the constitution, he must 
have served in the Cuba narmy 10 
years. 
Ko must be at 'east 40 years 


old. The samrv conditions apply to 
the vice president. 
Presidential elec- 


tors shall be Cubans by birth or have 
been naturalized eight years, and l&~~ 
must be 30 years el<5. 


Senators snail be elected by provin- 


cial legislatures and an equal number 
of citizens. One-half of the latter must 
be Cuban hv birth or have been natur- 
alized eight years. They must be at 
least 25 years old and raa3- be'able 
to read and write. 
They must have 


resided in the province for two years 
and be among the largest real estate 
taxpayers. The other half must have 
professional degrees or must 
have 


held public office. Four senators shall 
represent each province. 


In the provincial legislatures minor- 


ity representation is provided for, Ha- 
vana Having 20 members. Santa Clara 
17. Santiago 17, Matanzaa 15, Pinar
